How far the Author before us> haS acqmtted hini- 
lelf in this Way, I muft refer the Reader to the ele- 
gant Encomium given ctf'him in Mr. Norri^^ Frtfact j 
wherein he has exhaufted any Thing that I can far-r 
ther add upon that Head : But thus far I muft obferyc, 
that as that; curious Writer, and excellent Divine Dr^ 
Spratt^ did not' think it any Difcredit to him to fay» 
He was not ajhamed to commend Mr. Cowley^j MiJireA{i 
fb we may lik^wife prefume^ that he could^hai^ 
been in the leaft difpleaied with the following politic. 
Bfa^ufon Lrvei eifpecially as it was thought iK)t un- 
worthy the AnEtuiement of fo modeft and fo ingenious! 
a Writer as Mr. Horris. 
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Somebody being very inquifitive to know what 
LOVE wasy the Author returns him this

And 
after all this, the languiflfing and reftlefs Mind, fatif- 
fied neither : with feazing norcon^^erfing, afpires unto 
fomething niore .Divine^ whith is both Jout 6f hbt 
Reach ?Bid Knowledge, This isv (I know not h^ what • 
peftiny) this is* the proper Infelicity of 'iw^rj, that 
becaufe , they never* ufe to lay hold on any Happinefs 
but in a Dream, they Sceptically di&ni& their mpft' 
real. Delights, treat them as tenderly as if they were 
Dreams and Shadows^ refufe to be impofed upon 
again, and are afraid even to enjcy. 

This very Paffion which compofe^ all other Com- 
motions of the Mind, which Civilizes Men, Bnites,* 
and Philofophers, is at Variance only with it felf, and 
weds together Things of an unlike Nature in ajar- 
ring and untunable Union. Do you upbraid our Lovef 
with Effeminacy, whofe Arms are fretted only with 
Embraces; who always breathes out either Perhames 
or Sighs; who is ftruck down with the Menaces of a . 
flight Frown, and the. Glance of an Eye? Know that 
lie is alfo hardy and Mafculine, who can endure his 
careful Vigils, patiently expeAing at the Door alt ^ 
Night for the Day-break of . his Miftrefles Eyes, and 
exercifing his Mind with fuch an unwearied Repetiti- ^ 
on of cuftomary Hardlhip, till he become greedy of 
frcih Encounters. He delights to fupply the Dearth ' 
of Fears arid Troubles by hi% fruitfid Imagination, to 
turn the Hazards ol; his Health into fo many Argu- • 
ments for his Lov^y the Palenefs of his Complexion - 
into a Mode p/ ^Cpurtfhip, and ,by Mifery it felf td 
^i?;;i^^m/<himfdf aZ>y^- ^ 

Dp. you call him ftupid^ becaufe he's as much af- 
fcfted and infl^4iwith.3Jows rand Flouts as with the- 

greateft 
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greateft Endearments of Kindnefs ? Believ't, he's 
become all Soul, or at leaft a CeleftiaJ Spark of Fire, 
which is infenfible of Strokes ; or if that found ridicu- 
lous, know that 'tis the Philofophy of Lave to conquer 
Anger with Kindnefs, and extinguilh one Fire with 
another, but a more Noble one. This does notwith- 
ftanding rather argue the great Fervour, than Stu- 
pidity^ of the Lover \ for as Injuries difregarded wear 
off, fo lovingly received are qhanged into Favours ; 
or, as all hard things, are broken upon a yielding 
foftnefs. 

Why do you ftill exclaim againft him as mad and 
blind, .becaufe he dotes upon the very Blemiflies of 
another, as ftarry Ornaments, coUefts a Beauty out of 
Defefts, and by a good-natur'd Miftake, like a 
Panegyriji^ graces a Fault with the Name of a neigh- 
bour Virtue ? Let his Miftrefs be never fo carelefs of 
herfelf, the Artificial haver ftill reprefents her to him- 
felf in the moft lively Ornament of additionary Beauty. 
But you with too much rigour require a Cenfor inftead 
of a Friend^ and Judgment inftead of. AffeBion^ by 
envying the iw^ this happy delufion wherein he fo 
pleafes himfelf. Let him impofe up6n himfelf this 
commendable. Cheat, and frame a more than ordinary 
Idea of her in his Mind, whom he intends there to 
adore and contemplate with a more than ordinary 
Devotion. Painters /hould. not draw Faces too C^»- 
fcimtioufy^ but now and then beftow a favourable. 
Stroke, flatter the Original, and fo polifh the Table, 
till by its fhining Smoothnefs, it become a Looking- 
glafs rather than a Pifture. 

^ You miftake, if you think the Eyes of Lovers are 
blinded ; no they are only mask'd, and fo fee the 
more clearly and fecurely through their Avenues and 
Loop-hoks. You may rather think them contradted, 
as the manijer of Archers is, that they may take the 

C * furer 
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furer aim. When they Hand fix'd on one Objedly 
'tis not through Blindncfs that they fee not the reft,- 
but a difdainrul and Voluntary Negleft. When the 
Eyes weary themfelves ■ with gazing on one fingle ob- 
ject, and, as^ 'twere of fet purpofe, ^ow Bcmkrupty 
and lay out their whole fight upon it, that they maf 
never fee any thing befides, this is not to be bHnd, 
but to fee too much. If the Entertainment of Phi-' 
lofophy be nothing elfe but to contemplate Idea's, fure 
no Employment fo Philofophical as to Love. Yea 
more, if every one Loves juft as much as he under- 
fti^nds, then what is counted the Madnefs of the Af- 
feftions, is indeed an Argument of Knowledge, to be 
vehemently Love-Jick. Hear the Strat^ems and Sie-^ 
ges of Lovers^ equal to the Conquefts over Kingdoms ; 
look upon the Train of Captive Ladiesy daily led in 
Triumph, as fo many living Trophies of their Wit,^ 
who muft firft be deceiv*dj before they can be taken^ 
and be brought imwiUb^fy to what they dofire. So 
much would they rather be wheedled than plainly 
kv^d^ and be ciraimvented with Wiles and Subtilties^. 
before they are with Embraces. Think, if you awy 
what Enthufiaftick Strains are infpir'd by a WArdk, 
what an Itch of Poetry fhe excites in the 'Paffioni of a 
Wounded Breaft, and teaches It to make Wanton* 
SiUlies in CMes and Epigrams. Ambitious oi fuch an' 
Enthufiafm, you will cry out with the Poet, O grant 
I may be in tJfve : And ever after invoke Cupid inftead 
of Apollo, you malicioufly err^ whoever you are,j 
and take the Myfteries of a Divine Ecftafie for the 
Wild Ranges of an Unhing'd Mind. Love does, 
moft luckily, without any Confultetipit, difpenfe his^ 
Motions, and with an unerring liand darts forth 
Human Hearts, though Blind, and fo^ not capable^ 
hitting the Mark by Aim. For his Hand is dire^d 
iiot by the Eye^ but fome Divine Inftinft, neither is* 

he 
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iit fteerM by Realbn, but aAs by fomewhat mort 
JDivihe, like God himfelf who is not endowed witk 
Reafon, which would betray him into Error, but pro- 
fecutes whatever he does by a moft Infallible Ten- 
dency, and bwe^ not his Wifiiom to the Chain of 
Deliberation. 

How agreeably do thefe two things confpire, to 
JOtow and to Love] Since it feems the Prerogative of 
God, and, next jto him, ef a Wife Man, who knows, 
as certainly as the Otacle, who's Beft ; for to Love 
any befides the Beft is imppfBble. This is that only 
.He, who paffes a Judgment as even, and as true, as 
the Laws of Fate. He xannot be faid to Love^ who 
is mif-led by his Opinion, and who makes an unfuit- 
able Choice j or which one time or other he muft 
ncccffarily hate. 

For the Union of lovers knows np more how to 
admit of a EHvorce, than the moft folemn Marriage. 
The Vir^nal Zone is no fooner unloosed, but there 
fucceeds another Knot, which like the Gordian one, 
may perhaps be cut asunder, but never unty'd : For 
although Death can do the former, yet it cannot the 
Jatter. Xhe Jjroe does not dye with its departed 
tObjeift. 'His Confort will not feem Old to him, whea 
indeed Ihe is, and that Spring of Beauty which is now 
faded into an Autumn, will be kept in his faithful 
Mind frefti and verdant;^ jmd he will LiOve with his 
Memory at kail his nowdifguifed and almoft unknown 
Wife. Nay even after the laft .Separation, his ever^ 
^er furviving Friend fhall live in his tenacious Memo- 
ry, as if he were divided frojp him only by the little 
Intervals of Abfencei And a^ often as he embraces 
his fweet Phantafm, he wijl not jrield him dead. 
You do nothing, ye Fate^ we ftill continue our 
,-Commerce, we arc ftill a loving Couple 5 you have 
xobb^d others of a Man, but me not to m\jch as of a 

C % ftiadow.

fliadow. Before we had but one Soul betwixt us, 
but now but one Body. He is lodg'd in me as in his 
Star or Orb. 

And now hove feems to have made its Circle, always 
returning whence it began, refembling the Motions 
of Heavenly Bodies, it fo ends in it felf that it al- 
ways begins. For he is no Lover who can T)ne time 
or other Love lefs or not at all. L>ove has not as 
other things any End or Satiety, neither is it like 
Hunger and Third to be allay'd by its Aliment. It 
is never glutted with its Gratifications, but is ftill 
whetted on with frefli Delights : and as if the Objeft 
were always new, the Lover enjoys a daily Epicur^fm 
on his admired Face. There is a continual Spring 
in his Delights, a continual Thirft in his Appetite, 
and he always finds out fomething more to be fond of: 
He is always in Motion like the Heavenly Bodies and 
a Contejinplativc Mind, never refts, never grows wea- 
>ry, but is refrefh'd by his Labour. He makes the 
End of one Kindnefs but a Step to another, till in- 
flamM with a double Ardour, he firft dotes pn the 
Perfon, and then on his own Benefits, 

*Tis neceflary that Lo've be immortal, either becaufe 
'tis vov/'d to Eternity, or becaufe it always undergoes 
the changes of D>iath. For who is there that does 
not know 'that the laft Will and Death of a Lover 
muft be dated from the Time, when he breathes out 
his Soul in his laft Sigh to be received by the Mouth 
of another, makes him compleat Heir of himfelf, 
difpenfes his Goods, fending them before as Har- 
bingers, whither he ijs prepared to follow } He has the 
Divine Priviledge of Prophets to be rapt out of him- 
. felf, to enjoy a perpetual Ecftafie of Life, and to be 
emptied of his own Soul, .that he may be more hap- 
pily replenifh'd with anothers. I believe the Tranf- 
migration of Pythagoras may be thus verified, not by his 
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Philofophy but by his Love. For then his delliltorious 
and S^ickftlver Soul fhifting it felf at pleafure, of the 
bodily Cafe as of Cloaths, repairs haftily to its plea- 
fanter Retreat, and more fair Receptacle, as to the 
Grove of Elyftum. No Perfon can be happy before 
this Death, which is occafion'd by Love and Philofo- 
phy. The latter does it by difengaging the Soul from 
the Body, now all diflblving in the Contemplation of 
Amiablenefs : The former, by fending forth to the 
Embraces of its fair Objeft. Thence arifes a Loath- 
ing, hence a Flight and Riddance of himfelf. On 
each Hand there is an afpiring to a Fate Noble and 
void of all Necejfity^ and Phoenix-like, an ambitious 
longing for Death. At the fight of a more Elegant 
^ Strudure, like a delicate and nice Lady, he naufeats 
his own Apartment with a /r^»iuneafmefs, and then 
wanders out into the florid Regions, where, fince it 
was not his Happinefe to be born, hfe will fojourn 'till 
he grow old in them, or by repeating the Rudiments' 
of his Life, be re-bom. Whoever you are who will 
not admit thefe Excurfions of fugitive Souls, do but 
ohferve more narrowly how the Soul coUeds it felf 
all to that pldce, where fhe approaches nearefl to her 
Deareft. If they joyn Hands, you'd fwear their pal- 
pable Souls diftributed themfelves into the Fingers on 
purpofe to take faft hold of each other. If their fides 
be contiguous, youMl perceive an Exultation of their 
Hearts, and their Spirits mutally trooping thither in 
an huiry, violently beating, and like Rufticks faluting 
one another with Strokes -, flriving for Vent, till they 
almofl: break Prifon to get forth. By what Charm is 
the fuddain and Extemporary Blood fummon'd up into 
the Cheeks at the fight of that dear Creature, and as 
the Hand of a wounded Heart points at the Striker, 
no otherwife than as the revengeful Blood of a flain 
Man vents it. felf upon the Murtherer.? With this 
' ' V only 
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lonly Diflfercnce, diat one of thefe Crimfon Souls by 
I know not what Inftind hailens after Revenge, ana 
the other after a Cure. Qbferve again how greedily 
their Souls, keeping Centinel in the Ears lie at Catch 
for Wordsj and by and by turn themfelves into them ^ 
interchange Spirit^ while they hold Conference, and 
inform the very defires which thpy utter. Obferve 
again how their 3ouls^ in 4 perpetual Emanation glid- 
ding from their Eyes^ wafte themfelves in Paffionate 
Glanqes, and fufFer many ^ faint fwoon with gazing. 
*Tis one and the lame thing with Lovers^ to fpeak 
and expu-e, to dart therafelvq} out^ to gaze and be 
^transformed into the Spectacle. ;So impatient is the 
whole Man of Departure^ that fometimes he fhifts 
himfclf into the Eye, fcwetinies jinto the Ear ; and 
lives only in that Part where he ^^joys his Confort. 
Thus Lio^$ teaches Men a jnore Comp^ious knack of 
living, and makes them content like fome ][nfe<5ts with 
one only fenfe. Yet this is not to maim the Man^ 
but to render him more Divine, by the fcwneis of 
Prgans required to the Fundion of Life. 

But that which occafions a fweet Petriment in the 
Body, gives Inlargment to the Soul. Which, though 
formed for .one Breaft, now diffufing it fclf by a kind 
of Expanfion, informs another, redoubling its Life^ 
She knows not in this confufed Mifcellatiy of Bodies, 
for which (he was at firft made, fo that in all Lov^ 
.there is Improvement. Whoever. Loves^ becomes 
forthwith a Number by himfelf. Like Antipberon he 
^carry's about with him his daily Company, and en^ 
joys his other felf as his Mate, if that may be call*d 
a Number which is computed with the fame Counter, 
which one only Man diftiguiflies, placed here and there 
by turns. It happens by a fruitful Error to Lovers 
as well as Drinkers j that all things appear double tp 
them, but withal fo double, as the Eyes are, whicl^ 
hajrg but one Motion, one Vifion. Here 



Weite you may* ftt two nmhing into fo clofe ztt 
Embrace, that they incoipo^ate and become one, 
and fo lo/e their Embraces in the undiftinguifhable 
Folding of their Arms. While after the Lot of Sal- 
tnacis 'tis the fame that does defire and is defired ; he 
knows not whether he more truly Loves or is hthv^dj 
neither does he enjoy but is changed into his Wifli ;: 
Fifh you put a trick upon me now, C^idf with your 
Excefs of Munificence, while you hide that within 
my Breaft which I feefc to embrace. You arc too 
Propitious, do fomething of a contnay Nature, that 
we may be two, that we may perceive our felves to 
be what we wifh. 'Tis prejudicial to a Lover to 
enjoy too much, 'Tis prejudicial that he whom % 
would have my Partner, fhoirfd be all one with my 
felf. Always thus to will and nill the &me has: 
ho fociety in't, but much of a RidiAdous tcdioufnefs. 
When we would confult^ we do but ajfent by Courfc, 
and inftead of being mutually officious, we are ridicu- 
lous to one another. Methinfcs I embrace a ffliadow 
inftead of a l^riend, which always preflfes me clofe at 
the Heels, and imitates all my Motions, Withdraw 
a little from me, O my Friend nearer to me than my- 
felf, wijh as well to me as you can, but prithee Ijm 
me a little lefs. 

But O what a profitable Bill of Exchange has this 
Cupid the Ufurper of Hearts ! Whence the lame Pkft- 
ick Virtue of Cementing Soub which out of many 
nfiakes one, diffufes alfo one into many ! So 'tis the 
fame Unit which, uncapable by it felf of Computa-^ 
tion, is yet the Principle of Number. So Multipli- 
cation and Addition belong to the &me Art. Nei- 
ther do we think this a Damage, but an Advantage^ 
and perhaps a greater, to have our Strength colleft- 
cd, than extended at large. The more fimple every 
Thing is, the njorc perfeft. To tranfcend the Bounds 
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of all Space and Number^, is the property of Qod^ 
Whatever is the beft and chiefeft miift be one. ' 
. And as Love is honoured with the Perfeftion of 
chiefeft Unity, fo is it with another, that of felf-com- 
munication. For whatever is perfeft has ftill one way 
to become more fo, and that is by Difcribution of its 
felf. *Tis an Addition to its own Fulnefs, to inrich 
and impregn^c others. Hence *tis, that the gene- 
rous Mind born as it were a Common Patron to Man- 
kind, and as prone to Love as worthy of the Love of 
all, invents a ftrange kind of Liberality, to give away 
it felf to another : Which is indeed the only proper 
Good a Man has to beftow, and Primitive Donative. 
All other things are Foreign ; and comenot within the 
Inclofure of Property, which we can no more truly 
give than the Sun or Common Air, and which we 
have fcarce right to ufe^ but are guilty of Rapin when 
we prefume to give them, as being the Gifts of Hea- 
ven and Fortune. 

Whoever Loves makes a nearer advance to a Deity^ 
and therefore, God-like, is wholly intent on this one 
thing, to be Beneficial. And therefore they who are 
well difpofed in Mind, as well as thofe of healthy 
Conftitution, feel an ingenuous Itch of Generating, 
that is of venturing their thoughts, are ftill under 
the Travail of the Brain, • and the Cbqfie Defires of 
propagating Virtue. There is in fruitful Minds, as 
in quick-flowing Fountains, a certain aftive Principle 
and reftlefs Spirit, which always puflies them forward 
to EfFufion. So far is Love from proceeding from In- 
digence, that 'tis a Word which denotes Abundance, 
and greatly relieves the Wants of Nature : Unlefs you 
will call Remedies themfelves Difeafes, becaufe joynM 
with them. Why fliould we complaia, any more of 
the Illiberality of Nature, fince he has granted this 
ingenuous way of Commerce to Mankind, wherein 

every 
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.r^rery one furrenders up himfelf and receives another 
if for in Love we don't laviftily beftow, but exchange 
our felves) and whatfoever in another is more cxcelr 
lent, transfers into his own Repofitory ? He inherits 
anothers Wealth, decks himfelf with fuppofititious 
Endowments, and fupplies his own Defefts out of 
anothers Store. 

But unlefs I am deceived, there is no ftich thing a$ 
Traffick jmd Merchandize in Friendlhip : Neither vs 
this Lovers Motto, Love that you mctf be Beloved. No 
we give freely, without any proipeft of Gain, all 
that we are to another, with a defign of Communicar 
tion only, though with the Lot of an Exchange. For 
what is more liberal than thofe Patterns of Love^ 
God and bur Parents ? Whofe Kindnoflb, exceeding 
all Gratitude, can only be Adored, never Repaid. 
Yet even there, where all Endeavours of Retaliation ^ 
would be Impious^ there is fomething of Return, iince 
the Votary, at once the Workmanfhip and Maker of 
his God, does deify Kim by Adoration. And {o he 
that owes the Good of a fliort Life to his Parents, 
repays them YrlthviPoftbumous one, being not fo much 
the Inheritor as Prefervcr of their tranfmitted Soul. 
See how the Vine, now no longer the Tree of Bac-^ 
€bm^ but Cupids furrounds the Mafculine Prop with 
a thoufand Arms, and courts it with Amorous Emr 
braces, that Ihe may afibrd the better protedtion and 
Ornament to its Supporting her. 3he brings no o« 
ther Encumbrances than her juicy Pearls, and refrefliT 
ing ihades, whereby ihe defends it from the Incom- 
n^ities of Weather, which Ihe fuft^ins her felf. So 
that, to fpeak properly. Love does rather bring Aifift- 
ances then Jne lor them. Whence it pafles for a Badge 
of State, and becomes the part of Superiours to be 
mpre wUling to fjove^ th$(n to be Lov^d. 

P ^ Go 
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Go now, you 'that think Men are not Sociable ouf 
of a Principle of Benevolence, but that like the feebler 
fort of Beads, they herd together for fuccoiir : Know- 
that Love whom heretofore you took for a Boy, is 
long fince grown up to maturity, KnoW that from 
thefe Altars is profcribed whatever is infirm, or of 
the worfer Sex, or of the weaker Age, as barren Ob- 
lations, and Reproaches Profanely Pious : Neither mav 
Children, Women, Old men, or (what's more infirm 
than all thefe) one of an ill Mind, lilt themfelyea. un- 
der Cupid's Banner. What an odd contention of Kind- 
nefs will there be, where to Conquer, and to be Con- 
quered are both full of Ihame, and Flight more credi- 
table than either ? What kind of League or Society 
can there be amongft thofe, who have nothing com- 
mon but this one thing to live ? 

But what (hall we fay of that toyifhand impertinent 
Age, which dhanges Companions as often^^ Play- 
games, hourly ; which is pleas'd with human Ihapes 
in Arras as fine Company, but is affrighted with real 
Men i whofe unacquaintance with the caufes of Lovb 
and Hatred is the Merit of its Innocence, and a 
Virtue deferving pity. Which becaufe it deals its af^ 
feftion to all as Parents, claims a Parents Indulgence 
for all, not yet ripe for Friendlhip, Although even 
this pretty erring Benevolence may feem the iR«^/- 
ments of Kjndnefs, and tht Nonage of Friendlhip. ' 

What of that other too fevere Age, not lefs trou- 
blefome to others than to itfelf ? That Age I mean; 
which only dotes upon a Staff, or if on a Man, 'tis for 
the fame end, that it may have fomeching to lean on. 
Whiqh falls out with another at every Fit of the 
Qout, and' querulolifly blames the poor Lover for 
what is its own Difeafe, Which w^th a Mind as tre- 
mulous as Body* fufpefts every thing,, which ftandft 
upon the Guard even at the Offices of Kindnefs thcm- 
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felves as at the Arts of Ihfinuation. To be too ti^cU 
ous in pleafing ,the Man of this Seafon, is to anoint 
the Dead. He always envies me the freedom of my 
Youth, or cbrrefts it by the Pattern of his own that's 
pad, always nibling at my Manners, that he may op-^ 
portunely boaft his own and fo becomes too miKh 
my Rival, One would think hifti Dead fometimes/ 
to hear him talk of his Chronicles and rehearfmg his 
old Epitaphs. I am continually plagu'd with his rugged 
Admonitions^ no lefs than with his Jarrings and Snar- 
lings^ and all on this fcore^ becaufe I do not grow 
old faft enough to dye with him For company: H& 
importunately urges me tp Refemble him ih his wrink^ 
led Severity, and that Virtue^ fliall I call it,- or Dif^ 
eafe of Old Age ? To be wife and 'Morofe. Methinks 
I iland prefented before a Magiftrate, and am under a 
Cenjure^ not a League of Sotiety, But what more 
Cruel Mezentius is this, who bctroths Carcaffiis td 
vmrm Embraces ? And in the yubilse of a fprighfy- 
Life enjoins Dot^e and Coonfel f What unreafona-* 
bte Controller is this, who commands me to live Back^ 
ward with a Man of another Age ? Whom to be 
Familiar with, is Indecent, and whom to Revereiice 
at a EHftance, is to Canonize him above the confines of 
Love and Humanity. But as the pleafure of forting 
With equals, ^cs young Minds an early Fofetafte of a 
more Mature Love^ fo it may feem the laft Effort of 
a decayed Heat, either out of Complaifance to ac-^ 
commodate their Dotage to the Scandal of Youth, or 
to Cough in Confort with thofe of the fame Age^ and 
to enjoy at once the Remembrance 'and Envy of their 
pafl: Aifaours. For they have nothing now to do (hav-^ 
kng with much regret received their Mittimusy Ujt to 
beprdent at others Loves^ to Mimfter to other? the 
FhiUres of Advice,, and to figh, xo reach them foft 
iE!d»brace% and to j^nguifh for:.the defire of* then?: 
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For thefeMprttfy'^d SJceletons ftill miferahty pant ^ittt 

the ReliiSfe of their Flames as of their Lives, which 

^o pq^ infpirii: them with any prefent Vivacity, but 

rather fhew they did once Live, and fo apply the 

Manriage-Torch of Cupid to the Pomp of a Funeral.

yond bare Silence^ and the Simpticky cf pfeafing. 

Friendfhip is teofacred a thing to adinit of any Em^ 
braceS) though Innoci^t, which it ought to blufh at 
if obfcrv*d. ' *Tis a Flame too Noble to be attended 
with any Levity, nay; *tis a Marriage too ftrait to 
admit any Difference of Sex. *This is the higheft 
work of Reafon to make choice of fuch a Perfon^ 
whofe Condudt you would rather ufe than your 6wn^ 
to whofe Will you Would always conform j or cVieii 
to know how to wait fe long tiH you can choofe t fit 
otye6): for your Lon^e^ and after that ib to Love^ ^ 
one that's hurried with bai^e Paffion, not fteerM with 
Judgment^ a» one that's fo far from Apoftafie that b^ 
is always beginning his tjove. This is to joyn Impati^ 
ence with CcMiftancyy this is to receive the befovM 
idea imprinted in the Mind with more Exaftnefs, and 
«o retaio 1% with mere Faithfiilnefe, than Waji.' Be^ 
fides, ^ aifo the Work of Virtue to ftate one Mea- 
fere of Defires, to preferve an exaft Uniformity of 
Manner^ through all the various Scenes of Fortune^ 
tad hftly fo to harmohiK two, that ("what eM cm 
. hafdly perform) they may ad (me Mart. Theft muft 
^ Mecefflty always- Will the lame, becaufe they wiH 
only the beft things. There muftneeds be ulio bc^ 
^twbea Aem the grcateft Freedopi of Communion, be^ 
Okife ^ey coffunufueate-whae without enipy thev vf^ 
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fcfs, the?r Virtues i and fo with greedinefs they- Covei 
an EfFufion of thefe Goods of their Minds, till the Can - 
-dor of their Souls like the Light of Heaven improve 
it felf by an incefiant Emanation. Add to this, that 
the Leagvie of this Rational Friendfliip will be firmer 
than the Stoical Chain of Deftiny^ fince the perpetual 
Alliance of Souls is not here founded upon having 
the fame Parents, but the fame Principlq of living, 
Reafon, and ("what has a more Vital Influence^ the 
being endijed with the Defire of the fame Excellency 
rather than with the fame Blood, The having the 
fireaft. rather pant with the fame Defires, than the 
Arteries beat with the faipe Spirits. The having a 
Share in the feme good and bad Fortune, A more in- 
dearing Inftance than a common offspring: Yoq come; 
fhort of the Myftery, if you think the fame Soul, or 
the fame divided refides in two bodiesj 'tis more, they 
have the f|ime Soul in two Bodies, ^;?^ and uniform^ 
Vou*d think even the emry of Thought could not ab^ 
ftr^ them, Cnce there is nothing left to diftinguifb 
them. Epr whatever diftinguiifhes would at length 
divide them^ nay 'twou'd.make them conceive a 
greater difguft againft each other,, like Half-brothers,f 
from the very nearnefs. 

In vain are Fricndftiip$ and. Alliances, as all other 
Virtues, pretended to by Vicious Men : Who ard 
ptx>voj<:'d to muf ual Hatred and Animolity by haying 
the fame PleafL\res, as muqh a$ by havirtg the fame 
^iftrcfle$,: To have the fame thing commodious to 
both (thoiigh this, be fomewhat more Divi/ie than to 
have the i^e. common Parents) breeds Envy f«w 
f heir unlucky .Fellowfhip, and. (parrels greater thaa 
thofe mutual Pillagers, Birds of 0?rey or Coheirs. No 
third Pejfon wills^envy but wonder at their ;Cpn* 
Junftion, -nay ,and will hardly grant them. joya*d 
any otherwif(^ .than Fellow. Sailors in the £it|i$ Bpt'^ 
c... ■ \ • torn, 
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torn, recommended to each other' by Fears an4 
Dangers; whom, as foon as Landed, the Succefs of 
the Voyage will difengage ; whofe Society will fufFer 
Shipwrack from the Land-tempeft of Intereft and 
^raffick, and be diffipated into various Climates by 
the greater Love of Countries than of Men. With 
what Conftancy can you think they will adhere to o- 
thers, who were not mov'd to this Sociable Humour 
from a Principle of Benevolence, but a great wcari- 
nefs of themfelves ? They can hardly endure the Pe- 
nance of their own Company, and therefore drive to 
lofe. themfelves among Crouds, not ufing the Nicety 
bf Choice, bult catching at the firft Opportunity of 
Refuge. For who can pleafe them who don*t like 
themfelves, who abhor the Inftances of unfpotted Mo- 
rality as unlike their own Aftions, and upbraiders of 
them, ind therefore dread them' as Malefaftors do the 
Magiftrate ? And as for Aftions refembling their own, 
(fo great is their Fear to be try'd even by Imitation) . 
they put from them as Rivals to prevent their own 
Extrufion, and fly thetfi as Deformity does a Mirrour* 
This is the firflr Punifhment of Immorality, by its 
Own Sentence even amongft Men to be adjudged to 
the worft kind of Solitude, treacherous Society. 'Tis 
the Fate of an ill Man to do all this in vain ; Ta 
cheapen the good will of others with a Tak of Servi- 
ces, to let his mercenary Soul for a little Hire and 
fair Words, diligently to attend his Friends, yet fo as 
he cleans Shoes, and rubs down his Horfe as Things 
fehriceable and belonging to his Eftate ; in fine, to do 
all this only for his own Ends, and (which is the u- 
fiial Fate of great Benefaftions) to lofe alt through 
Ingratitude, and among thefe amorous Addrelfts to 
Fortune, to burn with an Hatred and Loathing of 
himfelf. Would any one now joyn himfelf to hini'^- 
n^iher felf, whom he fees thus difagreeing with him- 
felf? 
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fclf? Wotjld any one be ambitiQUS of hisCri^/Beneyo? 
lence, by whom he would not be lov'd with the fame 
Mind wherewith he ftands afFeded to himfelf ? \Vhol^ 
ferene Looks like thpfe of Mars and Fortune, he muft 
be jealous of, and enjoy his Delights as timerouily a$ 
Treacheriesi> or fuch wnich the next Blaft or Sunfhine 
will fcatter or diffolve. Methinks I fee the ill match*4 
Bair exaftly refembling a fpread Eagle, with ftriving 
Embraces, lil;e Paces, both averfe from each otl^er as 
in a piybrce, contrary Tendencies always avoiding 
^nd always pulling oat another b^ck. Piilblve ye Gods 
this unt^appy, this fQrc?d Connection, and ye Painters 
the bolder Artificers, Half of the Monfter will flee 
away and defert it felf, and then 'twill appear they 
ftumbled upon one anotner by Error, not met out of 
Choice. O deform'd Prodigy of Venus ! Naure ab- 
hors thefe Inceftuous Conjunftions more than the mon- 
ftrous Produftion? of Creatures qf a feveral kind. No-r 
thing is more unhappy than this fort of t/>vers, who 
like the Emperors of Qld Time, or like Birds be- 
troth themfelyes here and there at random, but on a 
let time, and with due Ceremony, and yet prefcntlji 
after the Seafon is over difingajge again % When the 
Heat is abated there epfues a new iV^dour of Divorce. 
Their Affedtion endures no longer than the fiioit-liv^d 
Utift of the Banquet, when they arelatiated they muft . 
rife. For they/don*t know all the while what 'tis v/hich 
(hey paffion;^tely longed for. Their cafual Affeftion 
iprings from the Madnefs of their Diefires, like Venus 
from that of the , Waves* 'Tis cherifh'd and kept 
alive by Miflakes, and no fooner throughly known 
ifhan dif^provM. To fpeak freely, whoever Law 
through Brute Tendency or Difeafes, do rather buni 
and rave together in a Fever^ than confent in the 
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It is ena£ted by the fevere Statute-Law of Nature^ 
as well as the Edift of Lycurgus^ not for the Luxury 
but the bifcipline of the World, that no Man fliall 
be without his Lover. How well is it, that there is 
tjhe fame Nefceffity imposed upon u? of Loving and 
Livings and that the lame r^ical Heit proves Armr. 
huSy as well as yiial! The epicureans who could be 
contented without the I^rotedion of the Gods could 
not yet endure to be without Love whom they might 
adore, and in whofc Religion they might more fweet* 
ly entertain themfelves. So much more willing are 
We to nlake our own Deities, than to receive them 
made to our Hand3 : And becaufe 'tis Natural to ua 
to be aftuatcd by the Inftinft of Lnyue and Religion^ 
we ufe the fame Zeal 6f Superftition in both, an4 
rather than want an Idol to adore, we .adopt the moft 
unworthy and ridiculous Things, Cats and Dogs^ 
tad whatfoever was Idoliz'd in jEgyptj into the Lift 
of our Friends and Houfe*hold-Goods. Nay To great 
is the Impatience of Love^ that the poor homely Gel^ 
Ua for want of better Servants makes a Gallant of h^r 
liooking-glafs^ and, what Mgypt would be alliam'd 
of, adores a Creature more Monftrous than any of 
Niky Herfelf. But *tis a venial Sin, we are all Guil- 
ty of the fame Madnds, and would rather Doat fool- 
imly, than Ltroe nothing. Whatever you will or nil! 
you muft neceflarily will fomething^ fince in your ve- 
ry nilling fomcthing is defired. The reft indeed of 
our Paflions are difpofed of at our Pleafure, or elfe 
^ly dwindle away confumed by their own Violence* 
(arief, if it refufe to yield to Keafon, yields at length 
to Time, to Hatred, i^atred throughthe Difturbance 
^ CholerorFear becomes troublefome, firft to itfclf. 
And Fear; not to mention any other Remedy, may 
be cru&M by the Evils themfelves^ and overcome by 
Itt own GroSfiiei) harden, and be caused by. Stupidity. 
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Anger, the mofl: impetuous of all eitHcr by WearJiels 
is tamM into Clemency, or being fatiateddies, k^^r^ 
ing like the Bee its Life in the Wound. This one 
Paffion which grows luxuriant in Crofles; and bloflbms 
more delifcioufly under Preffures, not given to us asthfc 
reft were, to' be fubdu'd i grows up into a Nec^iffity 
and voluntojy Fate. It freely parted with its Lib^^rtjr^ 
which it quite fpent in the Eledlion of that, which 
with m immortal Defire it might at once poflfefs and 
prbfecute : which it might v/ifh never to ha^e the 
Power to hate. And now wbaf Modejly of Meaftire 
is there in D^Jire ? whofe Efforts if at any trme mif- 
placed j yet at leaft with a generous Error they afpir^ 
to all as the moft excellent Objeds. Of which' he is 
unworthy who is not arrived to this Hyperbole of Mad- 
nefs, ft ill more and more to defire, and yet to think 
he defires not enough \ ftlll more and mcrj to enjoy, 
and yet not to be content with Enjoyment, and to" 
carefs himfelf in his ever unfatisfying Happinefs?/ 

So *tis ; The Author of Nature hath k^y a filrni 
Law, made it equally impoffible either to Love none^ 
or not the beft. The former of which is with an in- 
human Pride to vilify Mankind, and the latter by the 
worft of Parricides, to deftroy a Man's felf. For 
when he had the Option of Lift: given him, the Dip 
pofal of his Nativity put into his own Hands, and 
could have re-made himfelf in another, yet he chofc^ 
to perifti. The Monarchy of the Breaft, like that 
of Alexander^ mul^ be affign'd to the beft defcrving,- 
whom to find fhould be the Bufinefs of ones Life 5 
it muft be a Man made up of the higheft Endow- 
ments incident to Mortality, as complcat as a Womm 
could wilh. A Catholic Man accomplifh'd with the 
Hyperbole of Virtues which may be any where found 
or imagined, and of which a Man may have a Notion^ 
never the Poffeffion. In a Word llicn.a Man, whon* 
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when with impious Defires we have form*d, *tfs an 
idea, or a Goci. And now alas! we find his Dignity 
jfomething above onvl/yvey and fit only to be ador'd ; 
worthy indeed of our Lave^ but much more of our 
Adoration. Thefe are the Flames dye to the Altar. 
Nature has implanted this Defire in us to her own 
Difparagement, being not gble to fill it. But yet left 
what file intended as her greateft Favour fiiould prove 
a Torment (fuch as always provokes and never fatil- 
fies) file has fo ordered it, that what is wanting in the 
things themfelvcs fliould be fiipplied by our Opinion, 
that our Miftake at leaft might make up our Happi- 
nefs. WeareguU'd with a counterfeit Drefi of Beauty, 
and are firft deceived before we are confcious of any 
Happinefs, Like PigfnaRon we fall in Love with a 
Statute of our own making, and then think its Beauty ' 
not artificial but native. The Mift of our Ignorance 
recommends a Cloud to our greedy Embraces inftcad 
of Junoy nay we Love to be cheated, and think it a 
Part of Humanity to be liable to Slips, Errors, and 
Miiprifions. We are not damaged but gratifi'd in 
our Dstfires by this profitable Impofture, fince the 
Cheat pleafcs us more than the jugling Shifts of Le- 
gerdemain, and inriches us with no falfe Appearance 
of Gain. Our Credulity makes us truly happy, and 
(what is the common Lot of Men of great Eftates) 
we become more rich by the Fame and Sulpicion of 
Wealth, than the Largenefs of our Fortune. Go then 
enjoy fecurely thofe Treafures which you owe to the 
Kindnefs of Fancy, not to the Bounty of Providence ; 
Thoft moft fortunate Collations, not of a fmiling For- 
tune, but of an obliging Opinion ; thofe goodly Pol^ 
feffions, which neither when the Gods frown, no» 
whefi Fprtunc is difpos'd to be wantonly mifchievous^ 
are liable to Danger ; which no Violence, no nor an- 
other OpinipQ will fnatch awav, unlefs to give a new 
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Supply. For although Opinion, as the Sifter of For- 
tune or Nature, be pleas*d with Variety, yet the Ijrv\ 
of Variety will not recomnfiend Monfters to her. She 
is not wanton to that Pitch of Levity, bqt only re- 
drefles the Defefts of Things. The Viciflitudes and 
Changes of the Affeftions, like thofe of Things, are 
fet put not fo mijch for Beauty, as Solace and Reme- 
dy. We reprehend the wandrjng arid alternate Heat 
of Turoe to the Difcredit of Nature, not of thofe Men 
who daily caft off their Thread-bare Companions like 
pld Sutes, who take a defultorious Tafte of Men af 
Bees do of Flowers, and becaqfe Gciod is always t<i 
them in Flux and Uncertainty, as Truth is to Philo- 
fophers, refolye to Love fceptically: Neither is it ah 
Argument of Incqnftancy, but Judgment, thus to 
wander with Choice, and to colled that from all in 
various Gleanings^ which is in no one I^lace to be had 
enough. No one Thing is worthy long Enjoyment ; 
and thefe Shadows/ of Virtues rather than real onesi 
which we fo much boaft of, like rich Piftures, endure 
only a curfory View at a Diftance, cannot bear the 
Delay of nice Qbfervation, and vanifh while leifurely 
Jbeheld. All that^s In that pompous Title of Conft- 
ancy is not of fuch Moment, that I flbould not dd 
Homage to a greater Merit, that I Ihould not prefer 
a brighter ^tar, becaqfe once born under an oWcuret; 
Planet, that I (hould obftinately adhere to Pefeft^ 
and Lodes, left I fhould be faid to have departed 
from my lirft Condition \ or Uftly that I fhould en- 
dure my Chance, of what is altogether a$ erroneous^ 
my own Will, as calmly, as immoveably as I would 
my Deftiny. Give me Leave I pray, more pafl^b^ 
nately to admire thofe Rays of a diviner Mind which 
I firft ador*d in yqu, now more brightly Shining in 
another/ Suffer the Progreflb of Lave wlich ybu firft: 
taught me. The fame who at firfl; taught me to pre^ 
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fcr the Candour pf ypqr Mind before the Whitencfl| 
of taUes and Faces, and 4 rude Simplicity before the; 
enough eafie, but too fond Humanity^ have now alfo 
taught me now after the fight of a more dazling 
Splendour to condemn your felf, unlcfi I may not; 
hence be fo properly faid to contemn, as adore you 
with more Devotion under a more glorious Repre- 
fc^ntation. Juft fo the leffer Lamps of Heaven are not 
i:xtinft but over-fhadow*d, when out of Modefty 
they withdraw ^t the Appeiarance of a greater Glory. 
Why do you call out upon the Truth of Gods and 
Men ? I Love only on this Condition, fo long as you 
either are^ or to me feem the beft. 

Do but look down upon the brute Love-iports of 
Nature (though 'tis a ihame to own the Documents of 
of Life and Virtue to fuch low Inftances) and ffee how 
all the Parts even the worft in the Divine Workman- 
(hip have an innate Tendency to what is beft, and 
are carried with Admiration and Defire to a greater 
]^cellency. •Tis purpofely 9y ordered by Nature, 
who is confcious of her own injurious and fhameful 
Sloth, who oftener fuffcrs Abortion than brings forth, 
and in Comparifon to the Exemplars and Ideas Qf 
Things is delivered of as many Monfters as Creaturei, 
l§|he has therefore indued them with a plaftidk Virtue, 
that thqy may advance nearer to their Ideas, and fq 
tiecome their pwn Corredlors. Her Work comes at 
firft out of her Hands in half and imperieft Pieces, 
\i\\ (he joyns one Fart to another,^ and fq compleat^ 
bqdu This one Ambition of afpiring to ibmethin^ 
Petter, moves every thing tQ leap the Pak of its own 
Condition. For this ^eafon the U^liotr^ the* root- 
le hSt in the Ground, fdlows the Couife of the Sun, 
and with an oppofite Moiith drinks in the Sun-beams, 
till JSie hcrfelf become zVi^t4tkk Star. With the fame 
jH^jdoorof Ambition, whije^ones receivethe iSthereaL 
- •=...,.. Rays 
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Rays, ..they Become- a glittering concretion of JMhM 
liigte, aod v/hat ;before were only the rigid &c^ 
crefcencies of a craggcd Bulk ; now look like Gems, 
and dart forth Glimnierings as well in a Rock, as in ai 
Loyer> Ring. With this fweet Art while the Se^ 
partakes as clearly as the Motion as the Jmage of the 
Mogn, it enjoys the Intelligence of the tieleftial Orb| 
a$ its own. With this lovely envy while the Steel is 
drawn with Admiration of th^ Load-ftone, and by 
and by with mutual Breathings and Nuptial Embraces . 
exhales hb precious Soul, as if ^twerq now \X fclf be- 
come a Loadftor^e, exerdfe$ Charms of its own,' and 
draws other things as much as ^tis drawn it fel£ There 
is indeed in Nature, as well as in common Life an 
Ambitious Indigency, and cringing to Superiours. 
^either is there any thing more regarded in another 
than the Eminency of its order. Had we no fuch 
thing as a Philofopher, yet we have Fhilo-matbematical 
Waves, which mew the Wain of the Moon with 
more certainty than Almanacks and Ephemerides;. 
We have Aftronomical Flowers, which teach us the 
Motion of the Sun, and inftead of ftriking Watches, 
give an Articular Notice of the declining^Day. Had 
this Theater of the World no Philofophical Speftator, 
to confider its Rarities with Scrutiny and Infpedrion, 
yet all ^ature herfelf is enamoured to Admiration 
with her own Beauty, and as both the Eyes of the 
'y/'orld, fo bothWorlds fpeculate each other by Courfe, 
and feed themfelves with mutual Interviews. And 
this lower feems to afpire to the Dignity of the higher 
With the fame Ambition as is ufed by the Commonalty 
of Spain^ when they Emulate the Grandeur of the 
Nobility'; and with the fame art which the Commoris * 
of Rome ufed, when the Plebeians were admitted, to 
match among the Patricians. The Author of Nature 
y^ made the Welfare of things too much his Concent 
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by committing the World to the Tuition olLove^ fii 
that now an idle and unaftive Deity, will not be either 
bwn'd or.contemn'd. 

But whereas other things are of fucK a Compofure 
that they can only receive and want, Man alone knows 
how to Love. Nature haS fhadow'd forth in them a 
rude Semblance of AfFeftion, only that (he might 
fhake a prelufory Specimen of .that in viler Materials, 
which fhe intended to compleat in Man with Ela- 
borate Accuracy. Although I muft alfo acknowledge 
that the AfFeftions of Men leifurely improve, accord- 
ing to the fame Degrees and Proportions as they them- 
felves do, and as if they had feveral Births, are firll 
endow'd with Lifi*, then with S^^nfe, and at laft with 
Reafon ; and that Lxyve which is at firft callow and 
creeps by the inftinft of Occylt Sympathy, by and by 
is Fledged with Defire, and at laft improves into Hu- 
inanityi and Reafon, which was before only Brute 
Tendency, or the Predominant Bias of an Element. 
For when the, as yet, tender Warmth only Broods on 
the Breaft, much lefs has Hatched the glowing Sparks^ 
the Defire fcarce gives Credit to it felf. When the 
Mind is newly fmitten, and is hardly yet Confcious 
cither of the Wound or the Author of it ; fhe feels - 
juft fuch Innocent Prickings as Children, do from the 
Rijpture of their Gums, when they breed Teeth. 
Then you may fee a pretty Specimen of Infant Sim- 
plicity, thofe who have been born fcarce long enough 
to view one another a little, beginning to figh to- 
gether as one Myrtle-tree whifpers to another. For in 
thefe early ExprelTes of Paffion thefe Infant Lovers 
don't underfland the Air which they ventilate in the 
Groves of Venus^ while they wind embraces infenfibly, 
and like thofe who lazily flrctch themfelves, naturally 
feck out for fomething to reft their extended Arms 
M. Yqu may now if you will call rficfe the infinuat- 
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iii^ Ankis of an Ivy^ or the winding Branched of a' 
Vine. But as foon as they improve their Love fo far 
as to Imprint and devour, fmacking Embraces, you 
don't fee Men but Rihg-Doves. When tliey breathe: 
out their querulous Amours in wanton chidings, yoiiv 
hear Turtles, as being now a little mor^ by Nature 
difpofed to Btinevolence, othat theiy afFedf others with 
fweet and innocent fondnefe, and mitate the kindnels' 
of the Dolphin or Lizard. But Men of addi Flame 
^re feized with a more generous Impulfe tho* blind. 
By this blind Impulfe wq arq carried upwards like 
Doves of Venus with feal'd Eyes, and with a moft 
Vigorous Epdeavour ignorantly afpire to Heaven as td 
a Neft. Thus the very Defefts of Lovers (how a dif- 
pofition greedy of Divinity, and the Errours of this 
one Paflion afpire to f9n[K:thing tmmortsfl. ^o that 
even that more impure Itch,, which derides the Barren 
Marriages of Virtue^ and Copulations of Souls, whitH 
feeks fdmething to fill its Embradees, and adores? the 
Planet Venus though threatning its Birth-day with' 
Storms and Shipwracks of Life, feems yet to be in- 
iBam'd not fo much with the Torches of Hymeny asl 
with the Defire of Eternity. While with fuch Ar- 
dency it longs to out-live it felf, and by a long feries 
of Pofterlty to patch up a^ well as it can zjiuceffive Im- 
mortatality. Even he whofe Friendihip is purchas^ 
with a Supper, whom like a Brute Creature a bit doc^ 
befriend to you ; who is in Love with yourKitchin not 
your felf, though he Loves to the Proportion of his 
Stomach : And he who values a Man after the fame 
^ate a$ he does a Farm, attending on him with the 
more fordid EmefUtion as he does on his Field, wha 
ufcs his Friendihip as a thing of Profit with a merce** 
iwy Mind, and (lill reckons bimfelf among his Friead^ 
Ihips : Why this latter, well skillM in the value of 
Lovcy ufes it as Money^ but ^ a DiviuQ Coin, where 
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with we Men Negotiate with the Gods, arid enricfi 
our felves with a Deity. And the former enjoys hist 
Love to Luxury and Banqil<:'t, for he thinks it the 
Neftar of his Supreme Deity, as well as of Fenus. 
Both of them truly with lefs Covetoufnefs Confult their 
own Profit, either he that fceks a Patrimony by his 
Affeftion, or he that diets upon it, than he who haftily 
difcharges his finking Ship of her Perijhing fraught, 
and by a free Disburfcment of his Goods transfers 
them out of the reach of Chance or Fate before they 
Pcrifh. Who although he e^^pefts no Returns, nor 
fells his GiftSj, yet ha^ already received a moft ample 
Recompence, the very Collation of a Kindnels, and 
although he has given never' fo much, yet has laid up 
a greater Treafgre for himfelf, the Virtue of Benefi- 
cence. So that to give great Largefles, and ftich as| 
Modefty often times forbids to receive does the riioft 
advantage to the Author ; either by rendering him 
awful, that nothing Mean will be expefted frofm him^ 
or by reprefenting the Benefit mcvt neceflary and 
natural than either Rain or Sun-fliirie. So that from 
him as from the Sun, Benefits will be exadted a3 
Debts, and he will feem to Ao only according to Cuf^ 
tom and Duty, as often as he afts gencroufly, fo that 
all Gratitude will be taken away through the Fre- 
quency and Amplenefs of his Collations. 
. What fliall I think of him who feeks to pleafc, not 
to Love rrie ? Whom I repair to as a Summer*bowcr, 
that may aiFord me Shade and Security, but which is 
of no Ufe to me in the Rage of Winter ? Whom as 
many of lis as have any Severity mixt with our Loves 
are wont to Alarm with this grave Apoth^m, A 
Friend as a Wife^ is a word of Dignity not of Pleafure^ 
You have found out a new way of being Libidihous 
without Embraces, you have deflowered your Lovi 
with this kind of Lafcivioufnefs worfe than that of the 
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Stews. Induftrioufly to pleafe is the Trick of Wheed-^ 
lers, and the lufcious Venom of a Pander. To treat 
too daintily, is a kind of Angling : To fawn v;ith 
omulbus Offidoufnefs is like a Wooer, and belongs 
rather to the Rudiments of Love than the Life of 
Lovers. Far be't that you fhould take that Creature 
for a Friend, who is a Torment to you while you de- 
fire him, and a Tedioufnefs when you poffefs him. 
And yet you are not much out, if you think that a!I 
Lovers wander in the Fields of Elyfium^ and that 
Flowers fpring up ^here ever they tread. No other 
are the Joys of Heaven than to Love and to be Lov^d^ 
no other are the Joys of Earth, That Divine Ardor 
which makes the Empyreal Heaven to be what it is, 
and wherein will confift the Happinefs of the future 
Life, ^ muft be the only Solace of this. In all other 
things wc are PaflTive, thefe we only enjoy and delight 
in which are the Iffues of our Defire and Choice, and 
which in thofe other UneafinefTes divert our Pain. 
Thus have we fecn in a Tempeft the two Brothers re- 
joyce; in a greedy Concourfe, bringing as much Joy to 
themfclves as to the Marmers,^ Congratulating their 
united Beams, whereby they lofe each other m a 
mutual embrace, and thence become two again. Thu.9 
have we known the Votaries of Fenus furrounded with 
a Cloud, brought like Birds under a Veil of Silk with 
more fecret Triumph to their Joys. We confefs there 
is fomething in Love more Powerful than Calamities, 
mpre Magnificent than Honour, more Splendid than 
Riches, more Charming than Pleafures, for whofe 
fake we contemn all thefe, yea for whofe fake we do 
not contemn them, but have them in the greater 
Veneration. It does fo folely pleafe, that by it all 
things elfe though never fo vile pleafe exceedingly^ 
It has fuch a Priviledge of Majefly that nothing can 
difparagc it, that it clears from Infamy,, and fooner 
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refleds a Luftre on the grcateft Reproaches of Life, 
than it can be fuUied from any thing elfe. Hence 
'twas that this was added a thirteenth to the Labours 
of Herciiks^ and ferves as an Ingredient to make up 
his Praifes, that he not only Brandilh*d his CIud but 
held a DiftafF, v/ith which ^though he had Tam*d all 
other wild Btiafts) yet one Monfter ftill remained to 
be fubdued, whom only the Inftruments of her own 
Arts can Conquer, a Woman. Why do you Wonder 
fo much at the Inviolable Rays of the Sun, fince 
Cupid^'S Torch can alfo enlighten even the moft fordid 
things, and yet remain untainted. 

Why then does the Hunger-bitten Mind fo eagerly, 
^nd to no Purpofe, hunt after fomething Divine in o- 
ther Things, fince it has // at Home ? For indeed, 
whatfoever we Love, is to us a Deity. IVhatfoever 
you defire thdi^s Jupiter. It is fo ? What, does that 
fovdid Lover, who admits no Confort without a Dowry, 
kift, buy, and count Jupiter imprinted on his Money ? 
Yes, but 'tis Jupiter Ihining under a Covert oi Gold. 
What, and does the Libidinous Voluptuary itch after 
Jupiter ? Yes, but 'tis Jupiter turned Stallion under 
the Form of a Satyr, and Converted into the Semeleian 
Fiamts. Yes, and fo does that delicate Trencher- 
Friend Sup upon Jupiter 9 but in the Shape of a Swan, 
and lurking under the foft down of Luxury. He 
Lufts alfo after Jupiter^ but 'tis that of Gaf^medes 
fteep'd in NeSiar and Jmbrojia, Now I found the 
Depth of the Bufinefs, neither am I quite Deceived 
by thofe Rhetoricians of the Gods, the Poets. Now, 
I perceive that they were not the Loves of 7«^V^> 
but our oivn^ which cloathed the Deity in. fuch un- 
worthy Forms. 

But becai^fe flippery and wandring Love never refts 
till 'tis arrived at the Pinnacle of Perfeflion, or by a 
pleafing Delufion, thinks fo at leaft, being always a 
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Companion of the beft and greateft, or what appear^ 
fo, to this it miift always adhere, in this always ac- 
quiefce, as the Heaven of its Soul, the Center of its 
Fire. The Lover will not, I prelume, be at Leifure 
to entertain the Charms (if there can be any^ of a 
new Felicity, neither will he find in his Heart to Love 
another, no nor himfclf : For he will ever complain 
of the Difproportion between his Power, and his 
Defires, and that he is wanting to him whom he fiir^ 
feits, and wearies with Excefs of Fondnefs. And, 
after he has thus made over all his Affedion to One,^ 
and ftill thinks he has not done flifficient, he mult 
needs have as little Courtefie left for all others, as a 
Monk or Stoich Bjgon thou Monfter of Syracufe^ 
who haft Invented a new Tyranny to thy other 
Cruelties, a Vmr-Rofal in Friendfhip : Who wouldeft 
hot kill a Pair of Friends, but divide them, and cor- 
rupt their Fidelity by Interception of it, from a tyrant 
converted into a Rival But, tell me. Tyrant, fup- 
pofe you were affum'd a Third Lover, in the League 
of this Pair, tell me. Which would you prefer in 
Kindnefs? You muft needs Infenfe the Other, now 
on the fame Scorb Jealous of yqur felf. But if you 
will diftribute your Kindnels equally, iuppofe one of 
them brought to Execution, Will you die for this, or 
live for the fake of t'other ?' You ftand like a dubious 
Needle between two Loadftones, by the Neighbour- 
hood of two Refolutions, detain^ from both. The 
Diftraftion of your Wifti prompts you at once to Live 
and Die. Thus the Pendulous haver^ about to adhere 
to neither, and to both, is undone by this Equality of 
Affeftion. One exads Tears from you, the other an 
EfFufion of Laughter. The Partiality of your Of- 
ficioufneft to one, makes you Injurious to the other. 
So that your Mind diftrafted feveral ways, like Melius 
between the contrary Draughts qf HorfeSj feen\s 

delervedly 
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defervedly to fufFer the Punilhment of his Perfidiouf^ 
nefs. Thus it happens, as often as you undertake to 
be a Pluralijt in Affeftion, and at once to Love whom 
you can hardly fee at the fame time, unlefs you were 
Squint-eyed or Double-faced. Do but confider the 
Dominion and Compliance which is in Love ; Here 
the new Eteocles and Polynices muft duly command 
and ferve by Turns, both of thefe are of a Angular 
Nature, and will not admit of two Sharers. If you 
fancy Love to be a God, he Loves to Refide in one 
Heaven, if Fire, that alfo is confined to one Sphere \ 
if Death, the God3 forbid a frequent Expiration, or 
that we Ihould commit our Souls to the Bofom of 
another more fhan once, fince they grant us but oncQ 
to Live. Oi if you call a Lover the Mirror, Coin, 
or Seal of his dear Objedt Call which receive both 
Form and Value from the ImprefTion) Know then that 
this Looking-Glafs can be informed but with one intirc 
Image ^t a time ; that this Coin can be Innobled with 
the Face but of one King ; that this Seal, hke that of 
a Letter, is Clofed faft to all but one ; and that all 
thefe are not capable of a new Impreffion without 'the 
defacing of the former. But if you confider that 
Friendfhip is nothing lefs than the Marriage of Souls, 
you fhould think it an hainous Crime in thefe Mafcu- 
line Hymens,/.to admit Polygamy, by fuperinducing a 
new^one, to^unmarry the Old, and to Cuckold ones 
Friend, •*'^' 

Does then that Paffion, which diftinguiflies Human 
Societies from the Herds of the Field, by too much 
Devotednefs, bring Men about again to the |L.evel of 
Beafls, and to Stoical Barbarity, the Contempt of all ? 
And muft he who Loves one Intirely, hate all Man- 
kind befides ? The Gods forbid ! Nothing certainly is 
more Courteous than Love and Pbilofophy, nothing 
pipre generous, nothing (except diQ Gods) affords a 

greater 
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greater Patronage to the World. The very Familiarity 
of Friendfhip makes their Minds eafy and foft, and 
difpofes them to the Benevolence, juft as a Marriage 
does young Brides, who now put off their Coyncls, 
and ufe more Freedom of Converfation towards alt 
others. They communicate their Rays like the Sun 
to the whole World, tho they guild Rhodes with a 
peculiar and dtflingutjbable Lullre. You mud know, 
that one Man is dedicated to another, juft like a Book,^ 
fent to one, but to be read by All, yet after the Per« 
ufal of that One. We owe much Gratitude to thofe 
candid and generous Souls, fo much refcmbling the. 
Genius of Heaven, in that they favour not One only 
Man, but All Mankind with a benign Influence: 
Who, as if they were the Firft, Parents, look upon all 
Nations as their own Families •> Efteem all as Dear to 
them as their Kindred, and as if they were born every 
where, or had an Amplitude of Mind equal, and 
commenfurate to the whole Globe, ftand affeded to 
every Country as their Native one, and fo Defervedly 
find it. But this we don't call Fricndlhipj but a cer- 
tain Benevolence, and mandring Courtcfie. Neither do 
we find Fault with this, or accept it with lefs Candor 
than they ufe, even toward their Enemies. But we 
would only curb the too wanton and cflmtly Affiiflions 
of thofe who pride themfelves in thp K<ifnb;;r of Salu- 
tations, and Retinue of Friends, * no i^fs than in a 
Guard of Lacquies, ambitious as much of the Badges 
of Virtue, a$ of State, and loving to fweat in the 
Throng of Clients. But this is the manner of proud 
Ladies, who are not over-ftock*d with Chaftity, with 
a pretence of Obligingnefs to infnare others Afiv^ftions^ 
openly to difpeiice their kind Embraces, but ftill as to 
One onl)C> ftudioufly to compofe a Face, to level par- 
ticular Nods at him and bimy to fcatter up and down 
enticing Glances, to divide here and there, flattering 
' Smiles • 
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Smlks: And larfly, asitwere, to betroth their Souls. 
And as foon as the Prey is Inveigled, (as it frequently 
falls^out) to withdraw the inchanti'ng Lure. Oh the 
molt ■ Vile ibrt of Pride ! To number the Flocks of 
their Lovers^ among the reft of their Feminine Interefts,^ 
and Improvements of Beauty. 

But fince whofoever is hot in the higheft Degree of 
true genuine Fire, has not the Will to love fefs, nor 
the Power to love more : Neither is it enough that he 
difregards others, unlefs he alfo contemn himfelf, and 
deny himfelf, as well as" others, a (hare in his own' 
Flames, freezing within his own Sphere, and remain- 
ing a cold Salamander in the^ midft of the Iricircling 
Flames. Since he is wholly removed from his own 
Breaft, forgets himfelf, is wholly concern'd for his 
Friend, and fears nothing on his own Behalf, unlefs he 
fhould not aft the part of a Friend, as he ought fince 
he is wife for another, and Blind as to his own Int^eft \ 
committing himfelf to the Fates, or, to what is a 
greater ."Safeguard, the Care of his Friend. (For he 
on the other hand is as much Concerned with Fears 
and Forecafts in his Behalf. He infpirits him like an 
(gifting Form, fo that he Refembles the Heavens in 
being governed by an Intelligence) Since, I fay, he 
thus renounces himfelf whofoever inferts himfelf into 
another, and confi^ns himfelf as one dead to Oblivion ; 
and fince (as it Ihould be^ the only dear thing to him 
is his Friend, in whom he enjoys a more Vital Life af- 
ter Death, and about whom he fportfuUy hovers like 
a pale<jhofl about his Body; 7J^ Schoolman of Amours 
has Stated an wyufi Meajure^ rather of Hatred ^than 
AffeSion^ the Love of ones Self: And has done ill in 
fropojif^ us to our Selves as Patterns of Heroical Love. 
For of what fmall account is every one with himfelf j 
Where is that Man who, not Captivated to anotherg 
Defircs, nor feafon*d with Manners not hisow% does 

live 



live kfs to another than to himfelf ? Neither is it tS 
be imputed to our Vices, but to our Virtues, that we 
become Vaflals to anothers Pleafufe. Some Virtues! 
are fevere upon their Owners, and are never Difler- 
viceable but to our Selves, which yet to others bring 
in a great Income. That Modfcfty which promotes 
its own Difparagement, and humbly Diflikes all Pur- 
ple, but that of a Blufliing Face, ambitious, of Con- 
tempt, yet transfers the Encomiums due to it felf 
upon another with a SteePd Boldnefs. That Ambition 
which Toils on anothers Account, is graced with the 
Title of Fidelity and Candor. That Armour which 
is worn on the Breaft, does but only forge a Man into 
a Shield Arrant for the Defence of others, tho* with 
the sixpence of his own Safety : No Man Dyes for 
the mere Prevention of his own Death,' but that he 
may Intercept the fatal Arrow from his Parents, Chil- 
dren, or fome others: What, did I fay. No Man 
Dyes ? No Man Lives on his own Account. But if 
bare Nature, and foHtary Virtue, without Friendfhip; 
can produce fuch a Combination, or rather Self^edi" 
cation^ that every one Ihould count himfcl/ theleaft 
Part of himfelf, let it be a Shame that Friendfhip 
fwhich adds to Virtues new Strengt;h, Accomplifh- 
ment, and Humanity) fhould prefcribe any other 
Meafure to Benevolence, than this. To Know none 
at all\ or circumfcribe any other Limits than thofe 
which are marked out by the Defires of hovers: 
Let him not h^.ve at all (and I am fure I cannot 
imprecate a , heavier Curfe) who Tempers his Af- 
feftion, and is rather Ruled by it, who warily Lffve^ 
to fuch a fet Degree as if ready to Hate, or who deals 
out his AfFeftion in Proportions, giving and receiv- 
ing Favours with a Pair of Scales. He may per- 
haps return Love^ but not Love direilly^ who an- 
fwers his Lover juft as he Pledges his Companion,^ 

precifely 
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precifeiy fo piuch^ and to fuch in exaft Meafure^ 
• And now 1 ftand amufed with a long Veneration^ 
like a fweetly Confufed Jnamoraio^ who has wafted all 
his Eye-fight upon a Divine Form, and is uncertain^ 
even kfter the greateft Criticifm ot Interview, whicli 
fart of the Sovereign fi^^auty firft deferves His Admi- 
ration, and is arrived only thus far, jo admire his 
own Aftonifhiment, and to pay equal Adoration to all 
tjie Excellencies, as if eviery one were fupreme, and 
yarioufly to afltnt to the Praifes of Parties differently 
afFefted.. I hear I>y^»£/f^ defining Love to be a Circle^ 
returning from Goody tbrd" <^ood to Good. And I con- 
fefs *tis, comiprehended in this ingenious .Emblem. 
Hence I look upon a Ring, not only as a Pledge^ but 
4n Hieroglypbick of Love. Cupid reprefents to me this 
Circle, while he Is blading his Bow, together with 
ihe Semicircle of his own Body. This Circle, is de- 
cyphered to me by the continual Heat ofLoversi 
which with the Blood is. carried round (according to 
the modern Tenet of Phyficians) in a Circular Mo-' 
iion. •Tis like the Elementary ^Fire, where the im-r 
mortal Flame feeds it felf, and is its onVn Fuel { M^ho- 
cver Loves that which he h^thLov^dj retreats by a 
Spherical Motion in his own Track j and he that 
Laves only that he may Love^ the fame returns upoii 
himfelf, clofes up himfelf. 

Ariftopbanes tells n^e, (and I eafily believe him) 
ibat tbe wbole Myjiery of Ijavt confyis in being reduced 
to that from whence we were. For, I fee all things by 
k Natural Motion, retire into their Principles. And 
terhajd thofe Magnetick Charms, which they fancy 
to be lodged in the whole Earth, are found by Philo- 
fophers. Mariners, and Ships, to be only in the Na- 
^ tive Country. The Law of Nature obliges us to bc- 
ftow our Lives upon thofc from whom we received, 
fhcm,' and by a certain Series of Piety, and vScale of 
G AlUan4> 
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Alliance, to adore thofe three Names dearer tlilafn 6\it 
Lives, our Country^ Parents^ and God. I knoW not 
whether I may call Man (like Oedipus) a blind and 
inccftuous Lover, or rather provident and Pious, wha 
is dways' inamour'd with fomething of his Origmal^ 
afid IS as cordially afFefted toward it as to his Parent. 
Neither is he much miftaken, who takes that for hisf 
Parent, whence he dates the Rudiments of a new* 
Life, and by a Kind of Revival, renews his Nati- 
vity at the Expence of. an Extraordinary Love. 
Thus to refign up our Souls, is to retrieve and re- 
make them. But you, O l%aleSy by feapihg into 
the Water,' and you Empedocles into the Fire, the 
. one by Chance, the other out of Defign, made too 
much Hafte to refolve not only Phibfophy^ but the 
Philofopbers themfelves into their Principles, and td 
plunge the vitd Particles of your Souls into their Ele-' 
ments. But yet fo the Errors of this Philofophy^' 
cxcufe thofe of the AfFedions, and fince our Hungry 
Souls, as well as Bodies, are Nourilh*d with thofe 
things whereof they confift, you'd Swear the Drunk- 
ard had a Liquid Soul, and the Tyrant a Bloody ofte 
infufed into them; you'd Swear the fordid Mifers 
-were juft Enlivened out of th^ Mlid, and that the 
Stoical and Barbarous, were hewn out of a crag^ed 
Rock, and fo ftill continue with the Statues of Men. 
But if we fancy with Ariftopbanes in Plato^ that from 
the common Seminary of Souls, or from the joynt So- 
ciety of a Man heretofore double Bodied, the fami- 
liar and colleague-Souls Were fent into the World, me- 
thihks this they render probable, while like the Parts 
of a divided Infed, they feek out for the other Half ; 
or,- when they run into Embraces at firft Sight, as 
•Perfons mindful of their former Intimacy, So that 
the Platonfck Man is now all over Memory, whofe 
Lovej as well as Pbilofopbyy is nothing ^Ifc but Phnti- 
mfcence. Yc4 
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Yea rather whpfe I^ove is the very Exercife of. Phi* 
lofophy (for I wiliin^ly and defervecHy afcribe both to 
you^ Biotima) that is, to Elevate our heaven-born 
§9uls itogether with their Bodies, to a perpetual Intu- 
ition of Heaven, (juft as the Bird of the Sun is fed 
only with his Rays) and to Vegetate them with ^ De- 
fire of Eternity. This is that myfterious Ardour, 
which makes us Mortals always emulous of divine 
Perfection, out of Love with the Meannefs of our 
Condition, and for ^ Remedy haftens to ftrip the 
Man of the Part which is frail. Hence, as if we had 
a Legion of Eyei, we take a Profped (which is more 
than the Sun himfelf can do) of both Ends of the 
l^arth ^t opce. Hence Amphitryo could at once Dif- 
ch^rge the Affairs of his Houfe, and of the Camp, 
and though Remote, accompany his Wife, and that 
not (as the Poets will have it) in the Fidion of Dit 
guife. Hence circumfcribed with no Bounds, either 
of Time, or Space, wp live another Life after the 
Firft, cither in our Friends, the Guardians of our 
now alienated Souls, or in our Children, the Heirs of 
our tranfmitted Life, both lending and borrowing 

Breath. 

While I mufe on thefe Thoughts, Kato offers me 
a nearer Experiment : And I prefently turn Platonicky 
Swear that this Cupid (tho* never fo Blind, and con- 
tent only with Thought, wherewith he purfues divine 
Objcfts, and yet borne from the Sight) is nothing but 
a D'Jire of Enjoying^ and Forming Beauty infomething 
Beautiful Tne Truth is, we are willing to enjoy, 
not being able always to content our felves with the 
barren Delight of Contemplation and Courtfhip; 
that from the Conflux of affociatcd Splendour, as 
from the Cpnjundtion of Stars, the Glory and Influ- 
c(iCQ may Increafe, and our Star improve into a Con- 
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JleHatlon. J^nd as I^idyres, fo Faces of too Majefl. 
tick Beauty, whofe Blandifhments are above our For^ 
hine and Hopes, afFed the Spectators ' with fome 
Pleafure, no Dcifire. And that Portion of Beauty 
which recreated' the ^ight with the Sweetnefs of '4yym- 
metry and Complexion x)nly, will find more Specta- 
tors than Lovers^ as fetting forth the I^rettinefs and 
Graces of a delightfome Profpedt, fuch as are better 
f^prefcnted in painted than living Faces. Nothing 
that's barren and dead excites Vital AfFeclioris ; no- 
thing that's Inanimate, Influences the Soul. • Neither 
is there 'greater Eleafure' in Enjoying, than in Form- 
ing of Beauty. There's a natural Energy which Pri- 
viledges* the Mind, as well as Face, with the Art 
of imaging it felf, wherever it fixes its Afpeft. Hence 
*tis that all Beauty delights in a Lookihg^Glafs, and 
rather than want a Spe6tator, applies it felf to its own 
Image, looking back on it felf. I appeal to you, So^ 
Iratesy the N^after both of Love and Morality^ whofe 
Employment' was the fame when a Philofopher, and 
when heretofore a Statuary : You ftill continue your . 
Old Trade of carving and polifliing Men, but yoii 
feek out more excellent Material's, whereby to dignify 
your Mechaiilfni. And, for this Reafon, you Stock 
your Scliool, like a Seraglio, with fiich handfome Pu- 
'pils as Pb^drus smd'^jilcilfiadesy who might eafily im- 
bibe your 5oul, and return you your Image with Ad- 
vantage, as being more clear than a^Looking-Glafs, 
more tender than Wax. Whatfoever that is, which'j^ 
like the' Stars, with its heavenly Light, tranfcends 
the Envy 'of Mortals, invites a Religious' A^^? ^^d 
with a ipecious Lure, intices Souls to «it felf,' does in- 
deed, fo' wholly pofTifs thein, as^ not to fiifFcr them 
^o turn afide to another Objeft. Nothing can dazzle 
^nd inflame our Minds, 'but what- is prefented to us 
|inder the Tinclutc: of ;hefe Rays, but what mpve^ 
i» ■ .< . ■ ' . ^ •, ; "'^ ; ap4 
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and ftrikes upon the Senfes. Our very Vices ipipofe 
iipon us under the amiable Mask of Virtues. And 
as often as. we are pleased to Err with Nature, and 
with a crofS'grain^d Love to delight in fuch Children, 
which their Parents behold with Horfor ; as often as 
we feek among Herds and Nfonfters for fomething to 
be adopted in human Society, as well as into a Con- 
ftellation, we have this pleafant Priviledge to boaft 
of. That we need not fear a Rival, and to pretend an 
incongruous Eliverfion in the Jarrings of Nature ; and 
laftly, to be able to fhew fomething to the Beholders 
more ugly than ourfelves. Unlefs, fome will main- 
tain. That there is nothing Deformed in Nature, fincc 
thofe Creatures ^hich the Author of them has doom'd 
to Obfcurity, as the Shc^me of the Creation, left they 
ihould defile the Light, have a Decency from their very" 
Horror, and fet off the Face of the Univerfe like 
IVJoles and Shades. For we ought not prefently to 
conclude that which is lefs Grateful to the Sight, to| 
be down-right Ugly, but a riare and unufual Speda- 
cle, and fuch as the Nice and Curious ufe to procure 
iat any Coft. What may not there be Sacred, where 
pwls and the moft Vile Creatures, have been Deified, 
and Adored by Men ? Where fince there is no Defor-^ 
mity, neither is there any Hatred, nor the Name of 
Antipathy ufed but among the ^t&s of the Philofo- 
fhers ? Why do you tell me, in your Leisures of So- 
briety, how much the Colwort declines the Vinef 
Even as much as as the abftemious Patient, upon the 
Advice of a Phyfician, 'not becaufe he Loaths the 
Wine, or for the Sake of Temperance, but merely 
to confult his Health. So the Wolf preys upon the 
Lamb, and the Fire upon the Water, not out of any 
Hatred, but for Self-prefervition. Neither do they 
avenge Injuries, but endeavour by the moft clofe Em- 
^race, to convert another into themfelves. So neither 
u •: ; . . does 
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dflcs one Man abl^r the Perfon of anofber, but only 
bU inhumanity as a Vice, and fo is concefn'd for hini-: 
felf. Ijleither do we envy other Men their Endow- 
ments, for any 3pite we have at Them^ biit are only 
^06 Sollicitous for Our JelveSy cither becaufe we think 
^nothers Credit a Diminution of our own, or elfe be-: 
<;aufe willing to become cheaply Good, we would adopt 
the Virtues of others to ourfelves, with the fole La- 
bqur of a Wilh. If there b^ any Contention in Na- 
ture, fure *tis a Loving one, fuch as conftitutes and 
encreafes Common-wealths, a Social Robbery, a con-? 
fulting our Welfare by alternate Loflcs, neither are 
thefc to be calPd Spoils, but Gifts indulged by courfe^ 
Ah cruel I/^vCj if thefe Wars were managed by youc- 
Darts, if Helen muft be ftill obtained though Rapin 
;^id Slaughter, and Venus muft belong only to Mars i 
And yet *tis worth the while to Die, that we may en- 
dear her to us. Neither do I wonder fince an amr- 
bitious Vyin^ for Beauty bred a Quarrel among 
Goddeffes, it poor Paris^ and the relt of Mortals,^ 
with Rival Ambition, fliould put in for the fair Prize. 
From the time that Lavey the Parent of the World, 
wrought out a Symphony from the Difcord of things^ 
and wecided together Vulcan ^nd Vems in a Mutual 
Embrace, that is. Flames and Waters, and cemented 
the moft difagr^eing Things in a fort of Cbecquer-- 
'jiorhy from* the time I fay that he hung out this great 
Frame of the Univcrfe, like a rich Map, adomM 
with Beauty -and Order, he "ftoqd himfelf, like other 
Artificers, the firll Judge and Admirer of his own 
Work, and made the firll E)5periment of thofe Charms 
of Beauty which he himfelf imparted. This is (if 
you would know) that Order of Beauty, from which 
Things derive not Softness and Infirmity, but at once 
Ornament and Corapaftnefs. I take B.;:auty to be no- 
thing but the Confummation, C^inteflence, and Ma- 
' . ' " turity 
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tftrity 6f every thing. I think that Beautiful an^- 
Splendid, which is All that it fliould be, Obfenre 
how the fame innate Vigour gives Strength and Beau- 
ty to the Arm, how Jewels thoroughly imbued with 
it, fend forth foft Rays among their Rigid Spark- 
lings ! How the lively Moifture at the Root make* 
Fercil, and adorns with the Verdure of an Emerald ! 
Thus we all find by Experience^ Ind yet ceafe noc 
from Wonder, that a Mind compoPd within^ Chooths 
out the Forehead \ an ingenious Texture of Thoughts 
recommends the Face beyond the greareft Artifice of 
Drefs ; and that a refined Mind, Serenes more than 
the Blood. The Soul fhines through her Native Vefl^ 
as a Lady's Face through that of Silk, or as the ob- 
fcurer Sun difpenfes his Rays here and there, and 
Strains Day-Light thorough a Cloud. I am apt to 
believe, that the divine Gueft does choofe out a fit 
Habitation for it felf^ and according to its Proportion, 
like Snails forms a Houfe contemporary and equal to 
its Owner. So Graphically does the Bcldy exprcfs the 
Lineaments of the Soul, that, no Garment kerns more 
diftinftly to decypher thofe of the Body, This this, 
is that Brightnefs of the unfullicd Soul, which illuft- 
rates every Feature^ and moulds the Limbs into legi- 
ble Charaders, that by the Likenefs of Souls, others 
may be allured, till the Original Form being obferv'd, 
ana the Deity within difcover*d, the earthly Mould be 
difregarded. For alas, what an inconfiderable thing is 
that Beauty of a Face, which entertains our Eyes with 
the daily Spring of frefh Graces, which we fliew one to 
another in* a Rapture, and although poffefs'd with a 
RiiJ^al Concern, yet call in Auxiliary Votaries to fharc 
in our Admiration ? We are taken pnly with a Super- 
ficies, a Colour, a Reflexion of Light, yea a mod 
empty Shadow, which if we gaze long upon it wears 
it^ay and dilappears before our Eyes. And what a 

poor 
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pooc little thing b that Frame and Strufture of Limhi 
delineated as with a Rule and Compafs? If that be 
all. Statues may boaft of a neater outfide than Man,^ 
and the Houfe of a more elegant Model than the In-^ 
habitant. What an inconfiderable thing is that Mo- 
tion which lends fiich a graceful Mein,' to Bodies imi- 
table by no Paiijters ? , Suppofe it more Xoft and uni- 
form than the Dozmj^ Gildings of the Celeftial Orbs, 
or of f ime,' carelels, loofe and unafFefted, it has thi$ 
only. Apology for its Meannefs, that while it pleafes/ 
left it fHorild alfo prove Tedious, it paffes away, ex- 
tindt even while it begins. But all this while I feem' 
loo partial to die Errors of Loversy and the Encomi- 
ums of Beauty, by fuppofing all that which is thought 
Handibme in, Bodies to be the Shadows and Imitati-^ 
ons of a real Decency, and not rather the Dreams of.

beht in fpitc of his unperforming Fortune, arid refafing 
to yield in the Combat of Generofity, declares he 
would rather have been the Author of the Kindnel% 
which he had more munificently beftow'd in Wifli, be-» 
fore he received it. When therefore you fee fome born 
to ferve, others to cherifh and defend ; you turn over 
both the Leaves, not fo much of Fortune, as of Na- 
ture and Benevolence. But you Ihoiild confefs tWnl 
fiiperiour and more liberal, who beftow the Man^ 
tKan thofe, who with a cheap Munificence permit an 
EfFufion of their Goods. So that cither way; the Fire 
6f Love does more willinglj^. defcend, than afcend. 
Nay, this Pafflon always( defcends, (fince 'tis the parC 
of the more Excellent and I^oblej* to Love) and in a 
prone Channel, is propagated through the Degrees 
of Alliance, as Man himfelf is. 

For there is the fame Method j and Prcfcedure va 
the Growth of Friendlhip, as in the Conftitiition of 
Kingdonls. The Heat, firft pafling through the Chan* 
neis of the filood, creeps out of his own i^ri-^atc En* 
clofure, into Families ; then the Vein burfting, as it 
were, with in eager Fermentation, it expatiates far- 
ther to Allien and Fellow Citizens. For we muft re- 
turn, to them, (left we (bould fcem to be more con- 
cerned for the Dignity of Love; than for Truth, 
or be liable to Blame, for inftitiiting other Meafures 
of Loving^ than what are popularly received, and for 
ftieering right againft the Stream) who propofc us to 
our felves as Patterns, yea, and Caufes of Love, For* 
thi^ is the Merit of Benevolence, carneftly to wifh 
well to ones felf. Thi§ is the very Defign of a Lover i 
to' recover himfelf loft in another, to cherifli himlclf 
with the kindly Heat^ and by a certain Vital Energy, 
td covet all into his own Nourifhment. So t^iat 'tis no 
wonder, that Virtue, which ehjoyns a Negledl of ouf 
fijlves, XulFcrs her felf a greater Difregard from the 
< ^ K World, 
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'^orld. However, let lif not think it a Shame to ber 
belov'd, as if this were to be mock'd, and ncglefted^ 
under the pretence of Officioufnefs. You mull know, 
ttiat every one I^es ill^ but he that love« himfelf j 
^xd none in loving themfclves, defign their own Ad- 
Vantage, akhough by loving, they profit themfelves 
% Accident. All Self-£.^w, therefore, is a generous 
Tphing, by which we kindly afFed, whatever we are,^ 
or would be, as what is, or what fliould be allyed to 
lis. AH of us are fo touched with that Ambition of 
^^e Cwhainfert the Arms and Honours of their An- 
cefiors, among then- own Titles} that by a Corrupti- 
on of Heraldry,, we adopt whatever is EKcellent, in 
lihe Tab^ of our own Kindred. Sb that the emulous, 
pities contend about the Praifes of Homers in an un-^ 
recohcileable War, as if for the Enlargement of their 
Territories. • Hence* the Splendour of V'irtue, which 
is the cheifeft Security of Mortals^ next pf Self-JLw^,. 
]gindles thofe of taking Difpofitions at the firftFlafh $ 
4nd that which adores tht Deity, is adored it felf^ 
Whofe Powet is fuch, that ther« is none of fo^defpe- 
tate Impiety, who is uojc in his Wifh, and Aj^rooa^ 
4jon, I had alpioft faid Mind too. Good ; who wotikl 
ifot but have exercifcd that Virtue, which as yet he 
do^ not ; and who does not heartily embrace that Vir- 
. tue in a^nother^ wherein himfelf has been deficient. , 
Whither docs this firft Impulfe, not of Nature on- 
ly, but Rcalon carry us ? Cheated with a Yokm;:aty 
Impofture, we fall proftrate, before not only Virtue^ 
^t any thing which bears^ thejeaft Shadow or Ap-« 
p^arance of its Sometimes the Difficulty (^hich 
guards the Path of Virtue, with a Sacred Horror, 
and keeps ofi^ the prophane Rabble) pufties us forward^ 
^d intices with its endearing Injuries. The Honey 
of Lips, gains a more exquifite Relifh from, the In? 
|5ip9fals.of Stings. To watch at the. Window of a 
Vi./t. ... Miftrelsy 



^'Miftrefi, to fufFer a Repulfe from a meaner Rival, ^r 
to be difrepeftfuUy lifed, are all but Spurs to future 
pieafure, like as fqueezing the Hand, and wounding 
the Lip, with the eager Rudeneis of a biting Kife. 
Sometimes Rarity (which through the Sloth of the 
Age, feems almoft peculiar to Virtue) recommends 
Monfters to our Fancy, and all outlandiih Deformity. 
•Tis well known alfo, how prevalent are thofe Al- 
lurements of Lrqersy which are Rank*d -among tl^ 
chiefeft Shadbws of Virtues ; Praifes, . which are de*. 
rer to Women than their Looking-Glafs, or Bojc of 
perfumes, with which, as with Incenfe, Mea as well 
as Gods are appeas'd. How eafy is it by this Art to 
pleafe bbthour felves and others! How caiy is it by 
thefe precious Blandilhments, to pkafe the mpft chafl^ 
Matron ! For all, even the moft modeffc, love to b^ 
commended, ind thofe who refufe to be /w*-^ ^e yet 
ambitious of appearing Lovely. Both are Arguments 
of a Mind virtuoufly difpofed, thou^ to praife, be % 
more certain one, than .to be praisM: Fqr to be 
prais'd is frequently the £<?/, always t\x^ Ambition^ of 
the moft' undeferving, as deformed Perfons covet 
paint. But none can praife, and himfelf not be lau- 
dable. He does the fame, or would do, who approves^ 
and is illuftrated from the \ExcelIencies of another: 
As he that erefts a Statue to the Memory of a Hero, 
^rc6ls alfo at the fame Time to himfelf, a Monument 
6f Virtue. .^ For this feenis an high F%ht of Merit, 
not to exercife Virtues, but what's more, to.reverence 
and adore them. Thefe are thofe Darts of Ci^«4 
which are pointed with his Feathers, whicK while th^' 
tickle, wound the deeper, and like Arrows, (fcjiver*4 
ftrongly, and at a Diftance,. reach thofe who.^e raoft 
removed from us. But to make flattering PreanAlcs,' 
and bribe Benevolence, (the ufual Art of RbetoTjcif 
ans and Lovers) feems all one to me, as to dawb the

So much are we Nfen the Cr^^/«r^j and* Glorjr of 
•Virtue, that I feir |twould not be fo much *for our 
Honour to confefs, that among Virtues, we embrace 
• them moft which ire profitable. Whether f h^y be thofe 
•which exercife and invite Huriianity, as Mociefty and 
Equity;- or thofe which rireftde over and proteft it, 
as^ Fortftude Wd Munificence. Wh j6h, when we our 
ielves are no way advantaged by them, we gratulatc 
;in the Behalf pf others. Siit as Emulation, fo Mu- 
-nificencfe endears our Affefliohs to other Virtues; al^ 
though^ its Excellence be f o much the greater, by how 
inuch* thc'Receivtef is lefs delerving, Becaiife then th^ 
Kindnefs is wholly to be afcribed, riot; to the Judg- 
ment, but Favour of the Benefaftor, and becaufe for 
our Sakcs ^le would run thd HazaM 6f teing reproacby 
fidfy BeneficiaL This Liberality is no fooner above the 
Horizon, but that other which is inbred in the Heart 
of Mankind^ (nines pafalfel to it! And althb' perhaps 
at firfl:, by an' Erroneous Eftimatibn, it valued thi

|iity. yor Gifts are the Univerfal Charafter, where-.' 
as, 'tis the ^ITalent only, of fome few, to underftand 
lEhe Idiom of Majefty, ^d tlie foothing Flourilh of a*

Shall X now fay, that from thi^ gentje Humanitf 
of Mind; proceeds a good-natur'd Commiferation, 
\yl>ich foftens,the Breaft like Wax, and then feals it

And 
here Eudoxus fallen from his Admiration of the Sun^ 
niay affirm Mankind v^as made oh Purpofe to view 
this Light, and feaft on bright Pleafures,' tho* to the 
Lofs of tteir Eyes.

This Sj^lehdour^ 
more delightfome than Day-light, is fitter than the 
Sun to try and educate the Off-fpriog, not of Eagles 
only, but' of Mankiad too, I would almoft fwear» 
t|iat our Souls defcended from the Sky, as falling Stiars, 
they are fo enamour'd with all Briglitnefs. Thefc 
are the Arrows of Cupid, pointed with the Light of

Thus whatfoever is excellent, whatfocyer we would 
be like to, attrafts us to it felf, with the fame Ardour, 
as we do thofe Things which we fcem already to re- 
ftmble. We mutually crave^ and give Pardon to this 
Madnefs of ours, which makes us do the fame, when^ 
Men, as when Children, viz: To reach out to Kifs 
Oar Pifturcs in Looking Glaffes. *Tis the Fate of all 
Mankind, ^ well as of Narcijfus^ to be paflionatelf 
in Love with their own Reprefentations. And 'tis buc 
juft, that we more zealoudy affe£k our other Self, than 
our Parents or Children, who are but Pieces of ouc 
Selves ; or than the Artificer does his own Work, 
which is only the Produd and Image of his Art. 'Tis 
an excufable Greedincfs which prompts us to fced^pp-^ 
on our likCj fince *tis the Nature of our Souls,- as well 
as Bodies, to require confimilar Aliment. Wherefore 
t don't wonder at the bewitching Power of Cuftom, 
which recommends to our Affections, not only Faces, 
but Places themielves, and inanimate Trifles, as if 
they were oiir Companions. Whence the fame Delay, 
which infcnfibly preys upon Beauty, adds alfo Grace' 
to Deformity. 

For the Eye and Mind tinftured with a Familiar 
Species^ fee no longer but through painted Glafs»' 
which takes off from the Horror of the Objedt. So 
alfo Familiarity, without which we are reniote, even 
when prafent, adds this Eorce to Cufto0i/..that it may

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5)rm ^wifi manners; by a reciprocal Generation, begef* 
a' Conjanguinity of Difpofitions, and adapt M-ind to'

' But why do I mention thofe confimilar Spedes, 
which either Natiire, Art, or Cuftom, (lightly imprints 
on our Minds ? When 'tis Love which gives all thefe- 
a lively Stamp, by vhofe Power aldnc (the Soul ha-' 
ving long fince took her leave) they are aftuated and 
enlivened. Happy is it for Lover Sy that Perfons may 
LovCy . even againft their Wills. Sinqe your Lover is? 
not only like, but the fame with your felf, he has 
ftolen away you from your felf unawares, and without: 
ydur Leave. There' is no need, that he demand Re- 
turns of Kindnefs, and Debts of Love. If this be 
nothing available with you, that he is your Image, 
your Slave, your proper Goods, that for your Sake, 
ne parted with his Soul and Liberty ; if yoa nothing 
dread th2 Crime of Cruelty and Murder, yet by the 
Neceflityof Nature, Loroe kindles Lw^,; Flame kin- 
dles Flame. Yet Nature would not grant Love the 
power to counterfeit, or if counterfeit, to burn any 
otherwife than painted Fire. For though the Face,' 
Aip^, and Gefture, feign never foinduftrioufly, yet 
the Simulation- will betray it felf, as all painted things 
do, either by a too emulous or a too remifs Endea- 
vour of Imitation. If you don't yet acknowledge 
that Love is. the Price of a Man ; yet at Icaft, t\asL

sl Catife, and like Heaven, to be mov^d by minvifi" 
ble Intelligence. We fipd now, that the SimilitudCji 
whether manifeft or occult, which, goe^ under the 
Name of Sympathy^ . is all nothing .elfe but Love. 
Whence without an^jT Ncamefs or FamiHarity, the 
nearer and' familiar Soul clofes fafl:, and fqu^e^ exaftly 
to another'. Juft as Mathematicians iky, one plain 
Body adhetes to another, infeparabfy united, only by- 
the Cement of Conformity.
